~THE EFFECT OF TORPEDOES. 



Few officers have probably seen 
more of the employment of torpodoes 
in actual warfare than HonAivr Pasha, 
and thereforo it is interesting to learn 
his opinion with regard to the danger 
to be apprehended from them. In an 
article in the last number of the North 
American Revieiv, Hon.uvr Pasha ad- 
mits that, like many others, he is much 
puzzled to say what wiil bo the effect 
of tho torpedo in the next naval war. 
At the same time, ho is decidedly of 
opinion that with a good look-out, 
with electric lights — with which it may 
bo remarked many ships are already 
provided — so arranged that tho whole 
of the horizon is mado as clear as day, 
a torpedo attack, or rather a successful 
one, against ships lying at anchor may 
be prevented. To render a squadron 
more secure, a cordon of boats at an- 
chor, connected by a light, buoyant 
rope, should, Hobaht Pasha recom- 
mends, be drawn round it, and somo 
fast steam launches should hover about. 
On the other hand— and here it may be 
remarked that the writer is entirely in 
accord with the views expressed a few 
months ago in the Revue Maritime by 
a distinguished French ollicer — -HoBART 
Pasha is of opinion that a blockading 
squadron may be dreadfully harassed 
by a largo number of torpedo vessels, 
choosing their own time and weather 
to make dashes out of the blockaded 
port. In a naval action, where fleets 
are engaged, locomotive torpedoes- 
such as tho Whitehead — will not be 
much used, since the danger of hitting 
a friend instead of a foe, when ships 
are passing and repassing rapidly, will 
be very great; but on such occasions 
spar torpedoes projecting from the side 
of the vessel will probably be used with 
advantage. It may be added, however, 
that whatever material damage may be 
wrought by torpedoes, their moral ef- 
fect upon the enemy will be very great 
and is not to be despised. HoBART 
Pasha, indeed, states that ho has seen 
the oldest and bravest sailors tremble 
at the very thought of them. 

T/IE ENGLISH POOR LA W. 



It will not be surprising, the Pall 
Mall Gazette opines, if the present 
severe distress in England gives oc- 
casion for a more searching examina- 
tion into the working of tho poor law 
system than has yet been attempted. 
The main question which seems likely 
to be raised is, in brief, this: Have 
men a right to combine to refuse an 
order at reduced wages; have they a 
right to decline work at the only price 
which a manufacturer can afford to 
give, and then come upon that very em- 
ployer and his fellows for support in 
the way of parochial relief, simply be- 
cause if lower wages are accepted now 
it may be difficult to bring thein up to 
a higher level later? Undoubtedly 
this seems monstrous, and upon no peo- 
ple does it tell more hardly than tho 
tradesmen who supply the hands. With 
tho cessation of work comes the weight 
of a large amount of bad debt; and yet 
up to the last moment these shopkeep- 
ers are called upon to support men who 
might, if they chose, support them- 
selves. Where trade leaves a district, 
as the iron-shipbuilding left the Thames 
in 1SCG, great distress is unavoidable, 
and all classes may be reasonably call- 
ed upon for assistance in enabling the 
people to go elsewhere. But when, as 
at Sheffield and elsewhere, orders are 
sent to foreign countries because men 
will not enable an employer to take 
them save at a loss which would 
speedily fritter away his whole capital, 
then our poor-law arrangements be- 
come a dangerous sort of communism. 



&roat Britain. 



Miss Elizabeth Howard, whom Lord 
Carnarvon has just married, is his 
cousin. She is the eldest daughter of 
Mr. Henry Howard, of Greystoke, 
and grand-niece of Bernard Edward, 
twelfth Duke of Norfolk. Lord Car- 
narvon, who represents a younger 
branch of the Herberts, Earls of Pem- 
broke and Montgomery, was born in 
1831, and was first married in 1861 to 
the only daughter of the sixth Earl of 
Chesterfield, by whom lie has four 
children; a son Lord Porchester, and 
three daughters. Lady Carnarvon died 
in January, 1875. The Earl is High 
Steward of the University of Oxford, 
and is a man of rare culture as well as 
of high and unsullied character. He 
has large landed possessions, chiefly in 
Somerset, Hampshire, and Wiltshire, 
and his seat, High-Clero Castle, near 
Ncwburg, is one of tho most conspicu- 
ous objects for miles around in one of 
the loveliest parts of England. Mr. 
Howard of Greystoko's property lies in 
Cumberland. 

Dr. Schliemann, in the Academy of 
Dec. 1 4th, gives an interesting account 
of his recent excavation at Ilium. He 
found large numbers of personal orna- 
ments of gold and silver and eiectrum, 
some bronze battle axes, and a dagger 
of meteoric steel, which last is the most 
important find of all to the archrcologi- 
cal world. It is in an excellent state 
of preservation, and is tho only instru- 
ment of iron yet, found by Dr. Schlie- 
man in any prehistoric city. Large 
numbers of the whorls wore again 
found by the Doctor, but ho has not 
coino any nearer to a satisfactory the- 
ory of the use to which they were put. 
One of the most curious objects ever 
found at Ilium is undoubtedly a distaff 
eleven inches long, around which is 
lengthwise wound a large quantity of 
woollen thread, black like coal, prob- 
ably from being charred; but tho Doc- 
tor trusts that, locked up in a glass ves- 
sel, it will keep very well. 

Tho English Mechanic says: — We 
have had an opportunity of inspecting 
the apparatus for drilling square holes j 



by rotary motion. It was patented by 
Mr. Julius Hall, of Chancery lane, and 
it has been on view at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion, where it attracted much attention 
from mechanics, engineers, and others. 
The idea of "drilling" a square hole is 
of course beyond the conception of tho 
average mechanic; but it is done, and 
done very accurately, by tho apparatus 
patented by Mr. Hall. 

Somo tests have been made at Ports- 
mouth to ascertain tho effect of a shot, 
striking the air-chamber of a White- 
hesd torpedo. The first shots were 
fired from a rifle, but beyond slightly 
indenting the torpedo no damage was 
done. Tho Catling gun was then tried 
at a range of from 100 to 200 yards, 
but it did little nioro injury than 
the rifle. It was then fired at 
point-blank range, when a shot pene- 
trated the chamber, letting the confined 
ail - , which was at a pressure of 1,000 
pounds per square inch, escape harm- 
lessly. 

It seems that native ladies in India 
object to the use of the stethescope in 
the ordinary way, as they would lose 
cast by the slightest exposure. It is 
proposed, in their case, to use the mi- 
crophone, which could be so delicately 
arranged as to transmit even to a dis- 
tance the auscultatory sounds. In 
some experiments with the microphone 
tho ticking of a watch was heard at 
200 yards, and tho roar of a black ant 
when attacked by his companion. 

A London tailor, who makes cos- 
tumes for sportsmen, recently covered 
all the floor of his shop that could be 
seen from the street with turf, disposed 
a brace of partridges and a pheasant 
upon it, and dropped hero and there 
several pieces of cloth suitable for fish- 
ing and hunting suits, so that buyers 
could judge how the goods would ap- 
pear when worn in the field. This ar- 
rangement assembled a great crowd be- 
fore tho window, if it did nothing more, 
and it probably added largely to the re- 
ceipts of the ingenious tailor who in- 
vented it. 

Mr. Gladstone is being invited to 
stand for various constituencies. Ho 
will, it is thought, chooso Midlothian, 
where the feeling is becoming much op- 
posed to the ducal domination at Dal- 
keith. The sitting member is the Earl 
of Dalkeith- — a strong conservative. At 
tho last election Lord William. Hay, 
the present member of Parliament for 
Haddingtonshire, contested tho seat 
with his lordship, but was defeated by 
a majority of 135, the figures being — 
Earl of Dalkeith, 1191; Lord William 
Hay, 1059. 

The Society for the Preservation of 
the Irish language has memorialized 
the British Government in favor of 
placing the teaching of the Irish lan- 
guage on the results programme of the 
national schools. It says the people are 
desirous of learning their native lan- 
guage, and over two thousand teachers 
are able and willing to teach them.

A hot fight is going on in Toledo, 
Ohio, between Christians and Jews, 
over a little girl. J. Cooper Price, a 
wealthy Christian philantrophist, was 
told that a child had been abandoned 
to cold and hunger in a hovel. He 
went to the place and took away the 
child — a bright, pretty Jewish girl. 
Subsequently he adopted her as his 
own, and had her baptized, with the 
written consent of the mother. Rabbi 
Eger was determined to prevent the 
turning of the little girl from the re- 
ligion of her people. He sought out 
her father, and through him sued to 
get the girl. Religious feeling runs 
high on both sides. 

A New York police judge disposed 
of a baby case tho other day more in- 
tricate than that on which a part of the 
fame of Solomon rests. Solomon had 
the claims of only two mothers to one 
baby to mix him. The New York jus- 
tice had those of three, and, passing all, 
he gave the child to the Commissioners 
of Charities. 

It was an unlucky investment Gen. 
Grant made when he bought a house 
two years ago on Iowa circle at Wash- 
ington for §25,000. He has recently 
sold the house for SI 7,400, and as* the 
house has been tenantless meantime, 
and the purchaser assumed the taxes 
and assessments as part of the consider- 
ation paid for the property, the invest- 
ment has occasioned" General Grant a 
loss of about $10,000. 

A few miles northwest of Gaines- 
ville, Fla., there was until recently a 
pond, about 35 feet deep, and covering 
about 12 acres of ground, all the water 
from which has disappeared in one 
night. A number of persons have vis- 
ited the place and explored the sink. 
A few years ago, a short distance from 
tho same place, the earth fell in, cutting 
a road in two, which had been travel- 
led a few hours before. 



The Emperor William' Palace. — 
Tho Emperor William is so extremely 
fond of militarism that he is said to be 
"pipe clay all over." His palace re- 
sembles a military museum rather than 
a royal residence. Every room in it 
has pictures of battles, portraits, busts 
and statues of princes in uniform. In 
the entrance vestibule figuro two large 
paintings which represent His Majesty 
charging the revolutionary rabble in 
184S, when ho was Prince, and just 
before that rabble compelled him to fly- 
to London, disguised as a coachman, 
under the name of Muller. This recol- 
lection is evidently a bitter one, else so 
much prominence would hardly be 
given to pictures recalling episodes 
which one might think an Emperor 
would rather forget. In tho reception 
saloon, whero stands a bronze statue 
of Frederick the Great, there arc a 
number of shelves, some of which are 
covered with miniature models of can- 
non, rifles and shells,, and others with 
wooden statuettes clad in the uniforms 
of almost every country in the world.

Mainland Nows. 

The cause nf Mr. T. R. Pattulloa death 
was a violent iullaination brought on by a 
severe cold. Dr. Grange paid him every 
possible attention, and his numerous 
friends wore unremitting in their kind- 
ness during his last hours. His funeral, 
in spite of the inclement weather, was 
largely attended by the residents of Bar- 
kervillo and the adjacent creeks, and the 
general feeling in tho district in that in 
Mr. Pattullo Cariboo loses one of the most 
widely known and best beloved of her 
citizens. 

The Proserpine Company is still sink- 
ing; tho ledge is 18 feet wide at the bot- 
tom of tho shaft. The Foster Company 
is also sinking, and the vein is widening, 
while its appearance is also improv- 
ing. Considerable prospecting is being 
dono on the outlying creeks in spite of tho 
seventy of the season. Tunnels are being 
pushed ahead for deep digging. Bcedy'a 
mill at Stanley is doing fair work crush- 
ing 5 tons of ore daily. About 70 white 
men are wintering on Snowshoe and vi- 
cinity, and 15 on I torsofly Creek working 
in tunnels, etc. Wong Wee, an enter- 
prising Chinese merchant, died on the 
13th inst. at Stanley. The machinery for 
the Hixon Quartz Company passed Soda 
Creek on the 12th inst. 

Sleighing is good for 2S0 miles from 
Barkorville to Cache Creek; thence to 
Kanaka Bar wheel coaches are running; 
from the latter place to Yale good sleigh- 
ing again; from Yale tho canoe affords 
communication to New Westminster. At 
Cheam, on tho Eraser, the river is block- 
ed with ice and a portage has to bo made. 

Tho weather at Cariboo was very se- 
vere; the thermometer at Stanley record- 
ing 30° below zero; 27° at Boyds on the 
same day; 20" at Quesnelle two days after; 
37" at the 150 mile post and 35' at tho 
100 mile post. 

Considerable teaming is being done 
from Soda Creek and.Quosnelle-mouth, 
principally provisions and grain. 

No-w "Wostaiiastor District. 



Our correspondent, writing under date 
of Jan. 19th, says: Wo have over two 
feet of snow hero at present and sloighing 
is in order. Farmers aro eagerly taking 
advantage of it by supplying themselves 
with a year's stock of firewood. Tho 
municipal election came off on the 13th, 
and was rather exciting on account of tho 
temperance question.

Versailles, Jan. 20. — During a 
suspension of the sitting of tho Cham- 
ber of Deputies the government effect- 
ed a compromise with the Left, 
securing a majority for tho Ministry.

Wooden Drains, 
seem, aftor all our experimenting with ! 
wood and tile draining material, we are J 
likely to come back again to wooden | 
drains of some sort under peculiar cir- | 
cumstances. They arc pronounced to 
be on good authority superior to, as 
they are far cheaper than, tile drains, 
where the wood is subjected to the 
vapor of carbolic acid. But even with- 
out this preparation wooden water pipes 
made in the best manner will last two 
or three generations under ground. But 
as regards the so-called Robbins pro- 
cess, it is not applied to logs, but to 
boards, so that the logs of any perish- 
able wood sawed into boards and the 
boards subjected to carbolic acid, form- 
ed into square conductors and used as 
drains upon farms, will last, it is claim- 
ed, "forever." at a cost of not over a 
fourth or a fifth of that for tile, a hea- 
vy article and expensive to farmers 
living at a distance from a manufacto- 
ry. Should this process turn out to bo 
all that ia claimed for it, tho farmers 
of the country will find it a means of 
rejuvenating their lands by draining, 
which, while it will cost but little, will 
greatly increase their productive capa- 
city. — Germanlo ion Telegraph.

I'ntorostiri? Roading. 

Lively reading is provided by the 
New Vork Times by the publication of 
an extended biography of ex-Speaker 
Moses, of South Carolina. The holders 
of the bills of the defunct State Bank 
wanted them funded in bonds, and a 
measure was introduced, but stuck at 
the very entrance of the legislative 
machine. One of his friends was in- 
formed by Speaker Moses that "$1,000 
ami a span of good horses" would secure 
its passage. He got them, and tin; 
bill was taken out of its order and slid 
along to a third reading. It stuck 
again. " You will havo to oil the ma- 
chine again," he said. They oiled it by 
giving him §10,000 of the bonds. Then 
tho bill went through. After this the 
' machine " had to be "oiled" every 
time a bill was passed. 1 lis openly 
avowed doctrine was that if a bill was 
worth passing it was worth paying for. 
He divided generously with his follow- 
ers ; and in order to meet their con- 
stantly increasing demands, he had a 
law passed which made " Speaker's 
warrants " payable, to the exclusion of 
all other claims. There was no end to 
these warrants. They were used to 
buy horses and mules for colored men, 
and to stock farms in remote parts of 
the* State. At this time Moses had a 
passion for horses and would adjourn 
the session in the midst of the most im- 
portant business for the purpose of 
driving on the race-track. Finally the 
Speaker's warranty were drawn on a 
bankrupt treasury, came to be worth 
ten cents on a dollar, and at last no- 
thing. 

A' Dogstealer's Gratitude. — Sir 
Edwin Landsecr used to tell a story of 
a dogstealer of his acquaintance who 
once restored to a friend of Sir Edwin 
a valuable spaniel two weeks after the 
time agreed upon when this matter was 
negotiated. Sir Edwin upbraiding the 
man for his delay, the latter finally 
said: "Well, the truth is, Sir Edwin, 
you see, I had to steal him back from 
an old lady to whom I sold him for 
twenty guineas. She never higgled 
about the price, and she was so fond of 
tho dog I didn't think it would be 
Christian-like not. to let her have a few 
days' pleasure of him." The beautiful 
tale is quite parallel to the one which 
Truth now tells us of one Mr. Page, a 
gentleman whoiio recent condemnation 
to imprisonment for stealing a dog in 
London has elicited much sympathy in 
dog-stealing circles: "When ho was 
being led from the dock, a friend of his 
touched Montagu AVilliams, who had 
defended him, on the shoulder. 'We 
have prepared for you a little surprise,' 
he said; 'you lost a valuable dog a little 
while ago; we havo brought him back, 
and he is in a house close by.' Mr. 
Williams could not go to the house, but 
gave the address to which he wished 
the dog to bo taken, and on going home 
in the oroninrr ho found it there." 



Electric Light Under Ground. 

On Saturday night a trial of the 
electric light on the Jablochkoft" sys- 
tem took place, on the Holborn Via- 
duct, at the request of the Commission- 
ers of Sewers for the City of London. 
For some time past J. A. Berly, the 
engineer of the Societe Generale 
d'Eleetricite, has been making prepara- 
tions for applying tho Jablochkoft' sys- 
tem of electric illumination to the Hol- 
born Viaduct. His efforts were much 
facilitated by tho peculiar construction 
of tho Viaduct, itself erected in 1869 
from the designs of Colonel Haywood. 
The majority of those who roll over it, 
and forget that there was once a place 
called Holborn Hill, have no idea of 
the complex naturo of its substructure, 
consisting of several series of large 
vaults, sewers and subways, and the 
various shafts necessary for their effi- 
cient ventilation. Through the sub- 
ways run gas, water and telograph 
pipes, thii effect of this arrangement 
being that alterations in the gas and 
water supply can bo mado at any time 
without disturbing the roadway, the 
ground having beon thus wisely pre- 
pared for any future alteration or im- 
provement. Mr. Berly had no great 
difficulty in conducting tho connecting 
wires from the hut under the viaduct 
to the lamp-posts above. From the 
Gramme duplex machine, driven by a 
twenty horse-power Robey's engine, 
the wires were carried along the sub- 
ways and upward through the shafts 
leading to the lamp columns, and thus 
to the "caudles" contained in the now 
well known globes. As the Jabloch- 
koft' candle burns no longer than an 
hour and a-half, it is necessary, as has 
been explained in tho Daily News, to 
renew the fuel of the lamps within 
that interval by means of the so-called 
'•commutator," which deflects the cur- 
rent from the extinct candle to a fresh 
one already set up within the opales- 
cent globe, which contains, in the pres- 
ent state of inventions, for four of such 
candles. These "commutators" are ju- 
diciously placed in the base of tho 
Holborn Viaduct. The trial on Satur- 
day night was a very good one. Six- 
teen lamps, placed on each alternate 
lamp-post between Holborn circus and 
Newgate street, were lighted at about 
G:30 o'clock, to the great enjoyment of 
the numerous spectators, as each suc- 
cessive circuit of four lamps shone out 
of the surrounding gloom. So far as 
could be judged, the gas burning in the 
alternate lamps on the viaduct was en- 
tirely useless, its yellow rays being 
completely outshone by ils brilliant 
rival. On no previous occasion in this 
country, save that of tho previous 
night on the Thames Embankment, has 
tin.' Jabloohkofl' candle burned so stead- 
ily as on Saturday. There was some 
little flickering and unsteadiness for 
the first quarter of an hour, but after- 
wards the light was almost as steady as 
it was intense. The quantity of light 
thrown down into Farringdon street 
from the electric lamps, one on each 
side of the bridge, excited some aston- 
ishment among those who had witness- 
ed tho effect of tho lamps at Billings- 
gate and on tho Embankment in illum- 
inating the river. The quality of the 
light, as well as its quantity, appears 
to be establishing it firmly iu public fa- 
vor, and the objections as to the ghast- 
liness of its hue and the weird effect of 
the deep shadows urged against the 
light as used in Paris have found no 
echo in London. Last Friday and 
Saturday being intensely bitter nights 
it was hardly possible for the delicious 
coolness of the white electric light as 
opposed to the hot yellow glare of gas 
to meet with due appreciation; nor is 
the general effect of alternate gas and 
electric light pleasing to every eye. — 
homthm News. 

Polygamy a Crime. 



The Supreme Court of the United 
States has at last rendered a decision 
affirming the constitutionality of the 
laws prohibiting polygamy. The case 
went up from one of the Territorial 
Courts of Utah in which an indictment 
had been found against Reynolds for a 
polygamous marriage. He was con- 
victed and now must accept the penal- 
ty. Tho decision is important, because 
while it was anticipated, there has ne- 
ver before been any such a judicial 
outlawry of polygamy. The Constitu- 
tional question is at rest. The Terri- 
torial laws forbade this usuagc, and 
they made it a crime. Federal 
officers are sworn to execute the 
law. It has not, however, 
been executed, unless this solitary in- 
stance is an exception. The question 
is still complicated enough, and is 
likely to be hereafter. Polgamy has 
been mado an article of religion, and 
there will now be a plea of conscience 
in its defence. Had it not been for 
polygamy Utah would have been ad- 
mitted into tho Union as a State before 
this time. The fact is, the law under 
a judicial decision ia made to confront 
polygamists with its penalties. Pro- 
bably, Reynolds will be tho first one to 
suffer from conviction. But the prece- 
dent will be an important one. If a 
conviction may follow in one case, it 
might in hundreds more.

English marriage returns for the pre- 
sent year show a continued decline in 
the proportion of marriages solemnized 
according to the rites of the Established 
Church, while at the same time there 
is an increase in tho proportion of 
civil marriages. About 70 per cent, of 
the marriages now take place in tho 
Established Church, 10 per cent, at tho 
oflice of tho registrars, and 20 per cent, 
in dissenting places of worship with a 
registrar in attendance. These sta- 
tistics show a tendency to recognize 
marriages as a civil rather than a relig- 
ious ceremony.

Thoatrical Interruptions. 

Macready was playing Macbeth in 
Dublin, at Christmas^ and the tragedy 
was to be followed by the inevitable 
pantomime, Among the properties for 
the latter was a live pig, which got 
loose while Macready was making his 
great speech in the banquet scone, and 
ran across the stage squealing with all 
its might and main. Tho whole house 
was convulsed, and Macready was ob- 
liged to join in the general merriment. 
The curtain was rung down, and there 
was no more peace for Macbeth that 
night. 

In E. L. Davenport's first engage- 
ment in this country there was a most 
unexpected introduction of tho cat ele- 
ment into the Shakespearean drama. 
Ho was playing Handed to a crowded 
house at tho Walnut street Theatre in 
Philadelphia, and in his soliloquy, as 
he was deliberating ■whether or not he 
would bear " tho slings and arrows of 
outrageous fortune," a fellow in the 
gallery literally slung a cat at him. It 
bounded upon the stage, slightly graz- 
ing tho actor in its descent, and escap- 
ed unhurt with the traditional luck of 
cats. 

When Ben DeBar was manager of 
the St. Charles Theatre in New Orleans 
about seven years ago, ho was frequent- 
ly annoyed by the passage of cats across 
the stage during the performance. The 
plaeo was infested with rats, and three 
large Toms were kept busy all tho sea- 
son looking .after them. But useful as 
these cats were it became necessary to 
suppress them. They had been allow- 
ed so much license that hardly a night 
passed but they would with arched 
backs and measured tread move in sol- 
emn procession across the stage, and 
turn tho most serious performance into 
a farce. DeBar at last decreed that 
they should be banished up stairs to 
tho flies during performances, and 
should be brought down only for tho 
purpose of business. The stage car- 
penter made a kind of tenement for 
them by throwing an old dilapidated 
scene across what is known as the 
"gridiron," that is, the frame which 
held tho scenes in position. Here the 
cats were able to roam at pleasure, and 
their new quartors seemed to suit them 
very well. They multiplied rapidly, 
and were nightly visited by cats from 
the neighborhood, to whom they kept 
"open house." One night, however, 
thero was an unusually largo assem- 
blage, and their weight being greater 
than could be supported by tho rotten 
old scene that formed the platform for 
their promenading, the canvas parted, 
and in the midst of the most pathetic 
scene in " Fanchon," they were pre- 
cipitated upon the stage. It literally 
rained cats. The astonishment of the 
audience, who, of course, were ignorant 
of the cause of the catastrophe, may 
well he imagined, as well as the up- 
roarious merriment which greeted such 
a novel incident. The. actors did not 
escape unscathed. More than one of 
them was severely scratched, and that 
night there was an extraordinary run 
on the property man for flesli-colored 
court-plaster. 

An Exq.uisito Story. 

In the tribe of Neggdeh thero was a 
horse whoso fame was spread far and 
near, and a Bedouin of another tribe, 
by name Daher, desired extremely to 
possess it. Having offered in vain for 
it his camels and his whole wealth, ho 
hit at length upon the following device, 
by which he hoped to gain the object of 
his desire. He resolved to stain his 
face with the juice of an herb, to clothe 
himself in rags, to tio his legs and neck 
together, so as to appear like a lame 
beggar. Thus equipped he went to Na- 
ber, tho owner of the horse, whom lie 
knew was to pass that way. When lie 
saw Naber approaching on his beauti- 
ful steed, he cried out in a weak 
voice : 

"I am a poor stranger : for three 
days I have been unable to move from 
this spot to look for food. I am 
dying ; help me, and Heaven will re- 
ward you." 

The Bedouin kindly offered to take 
him n p on his horse and carry him homo 
but the rogue replied : 

"I cannot rise ; I have no strength 
left."
